NO GRIME WAVE? 
FOUND IN riAWAll 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—(UP)— 
Assistant Attorney-General Seth Rich- 
ardson reported to the senate today 
that the Hawaiian islands are suffer- 
ing f-om the effects of unintelligent 
and inefficient law enforcement, but 
that morally conditions there are no 


cities. 

Prevalence of sex crimes, he found, 
has been exaggerated. Particularly did 
he exonerate the native Hawaiian 
from charges of tendency toward crime 
of that sort. 

The islands, he said, are compara- 
tively free from organized crime and 
there has been no “crime wave’ there. 

Richardson's report was prepared at 
the request of the senate, which asked 
the attorney-general to investigate and 
report upon conditions in Hawaii. The 
request was made as the so-called 
“Massie honor slaying,’ which fol- 
lowed an attack upon the wife of Lieu- 
tenant Thomas Massie by five men, 
was thrust into new national atten- 
tion. He spent several weeks in the 
islands, taking a dozen yolumes of 
testimony and making a detailed study 
of the situation on the ground. The 
report was transmitted to the senate 
today. 

Not only has there been less sex 
crime in Honolulu than reported, he 
declared, but also less than exists in 
many continental American cities of 
like size.

laxity on the part of the administra- 
tion of law enforcement agencies was 
found,” Richardson continued. “We 
found a condition of inefficiency in 
the administration of justice which, in 
effect, constituted an invitation to the 
commission of crime, and which had 
largely destroyed the morale of the law 
enforcement agencies, with a resulting 
loss of public confidence. 

“We found that such conditions had 


given rise to a feeling of personal un- 


safety among a substantial portion of 
the citizens. 

“We therefore believe the unusual 
conditions of race, society and indus- 
try in the territories make a continu- 
ance of such Jaxity fraught with much 
social and political danger.” 

His findings did not indicate Hawaii 
should he governed by an appointive 
commission, as has been suggested, 
Richardson reported, but did convince 
him that several changes in its gov- 
ernment should be made at once. He 
therefore made the following major 
recommendations to the senate: 

“1, The appointment by the presi- 
dent, with confirmation by the sen- 
ate, of a territorial police head for 
the entire territory, the full power 
of control and organization to be 
given to such police head, to the end 
that ultimately a territorial constab- 
ulary may be formed.” 

“2. The appointment by the presi- 
dent, with confirmation by the senate, 
of an attorney-general for the ter- 
ritory, who shall be the public prose- 
cutor and, with his deputies, shall 
have exclusive charge of prosecuting 
throughout the territory, superceding 
all other prosecutors.” 

“3. (For sake of economy only.) 
Abolish the United States district 
court and transfer its jurisdiction to 
the circuit courts, with an appeal to 
the supreme court of the territory, 
whose decisions are viewable by the 
supreme court of the United States.” 

(All Hawaiian judges are now ap- 
pointed by the president and there 
is no criticisms of Hawaiign courts, 
Richardson said. His third recom- 
mendation was suggested as a means 
of saving money, both for the gov- 
ernment and for litigants, and expe- 
diting justice.) 

Selection of Police Head. 

Recent Hawaiian legislation, which 
made the police head a locally ap- 
pointive rather than elective office, 
is “an improvement but insufficient 
to meet coming necessities,” Richard- 
son said. 

“We found the police administra- | 
tion in Honolulu’ impotent, — disci- 
plined, neglectful and unintelligent, 
with its chief concern political econ- 
omy,” he declared. “We found the 
county sheriff, the head of the police 
system, wholly inexperienced in police 
administration. 

“To be effective, 
police department should be removed 
from politics. The racial character- | 
istics of the population, as well as 
the great political activity, require 
it. Moreover, in the event of 
great national emergency in the Pa- | 
cific area, any police organization, 
subject to political control, will make 
more difficult the task of national 
defense,”

Bentment over the reports that he 
would withdraw from the primary 
being held today in Wisconsin, be- 
cause it would “imply a disloyalty 
to my friends and supporters,” in- 
Gicates that his sense of loyalty 
Seems to be Stirring. 

Not during his long public life 
has Mr. Smith ever been charged 
with political ingratitude—but his 
attitude toward Governor Roosevelt 
Muring the past few months has been 
Such as to threaten a challenge to 
this heretofore unblemished record 
efor if a man ever owed a debt 
of gratitude to another, Smith does 
fo Roosevelt. 

At both the New York and Hous- 
fon conventions Roosevelt, against 
the advice of his physicians, prac- 
tically took his life in his hands in 
the advocacy of Smith’s candidacy. 
Still weak from his illness, he was 
aided to the platform to place Smith 
in nomination for the presidency. 

Smith’s message to Wisconsin can 
be construed only as an effort to aid 
and abet the “‘stop-Roosevelt’’ mave- 
ment, and puts him in a dog-in-the- 
manger attitude, which will be re- 
sented by the country. 

But let us hope that the message 
means that his sense of loyalty, dor- 
mant for the past few months, is 
beginning to stir, and that it will 


act as a leaven to open his eyes to 


test against a condition that is more 
deadly than war. 

The 31,000 deaths and more 
than 900,000 injuries resulting 
from automobile crashes in the 
United States last year set a new 
all-time high mark, but at the rate 
these tragedies have piled up this 
year, these staggering figures will 
be far exceeded in 1932, 

There are only three ways in 
which this inexcusable and terrible 
toll on our citizenship can be 
checked—through proper laws, ef- 
ficient policing and an increased 
regard for safety and sanity in driv- 
ing on the part of our autoists. 

Georgia is woefully weak in ‘its 
laws controlling the operation of 
the automobile on its public thor- 
oughfares. As a result police of- 
ficers are handicapped in the per- 
formance of their duties to such an 
extent as to bring about an almost 
universal laxity of enforcement of 
such laws as exist. 

As our inadequate laws have 
brought about indifferent patrolling 
of our streets and highways, so have 
the lax police methods been largely 
responsible for the devil-may-care 
attitude of so many of our drivers. 
With little danger of apprehension 
there is little wonder that the reck- 
less drivers are now running riot 
over our roads, leaving behind them 
a constantly increasing toll in dead 
and maimed. 

We must start at the root of the 
trouble by passing laws that will 
keep the unfit from behind the 
wheels of the modern juggernauts 
of the roads. Then we can more 
reasonably demand of our police of- 
ficers that they curb the craze for 
speed that is making veritable lanes 
of death of our public thorough- 
fares.

Now please turn with me to a 
tender subject—the treatment of 
hemorrhoids (piles). Heretofore I 
have believed and advised that the 
standard clamp and cautery opera- 
tion is the best treatment. In this 
operation the base of the swollen in- 
flamed varicose vein which consti- 
tutes a hemorrhoid is seized and con- 
tricted in the clamp, and the protrud- 
ing mass is either seared off or first 
sheared off and then seared with the 
actual cautery—an iron heated réd 
hot.

While the 
other pair favors uninstruction, they 
are said to be friendly to Governor 
Roosevelt’s candidacy for the nomina- 
tion. The republicans do not have a 
contest for the convention delegation, 
which will be favorable to President 
Hoover. New York will have 97 votes 
in the G. O, P. convention. 

It has been generally understood 
that Tammany, reticent about the 
Roosevelt and Smith  candidacies, 
would seek to control New York's con- 
ventiop votes through the unit rule. 
The democratic delegation will be un- 
pledged. With few exceptions the up- 
state delegates are Roosevelt men. 

Some political commentators have 
expressed a doubt that Tammany will 
have enough votes to command a ma- 
jority at the delegation caucus on the 
eve of the Chicago convention. The 
state will have 94 votes, of which 
eight will be cast by delegates at 
large. Greater New York will have

will come from the Bronx, the leader 
of which is Edward J. Flynn, secre- 
tary of state under Roosevelt. 

The delegates at large will be named 
at a state convention in Albany 
about the middle of the month.

sion of activities and commitments of 
the government not essential to the 
public interest in these times. 

“These objects cannot be accom- 
plished without far-reaching amend- 
ment to the laws. ... We need repeal 
of existing laws which require carry- 
ing on of functions not absolutely 
essential for the present. This means 
that we should undertake a definite, 
separate and co-ordinated program of 
economy legislation which will enable 
the executive and the appropriations 
committees to achieve the results de- 
sired.” 
~The senate appropriations commit- 
tee spent the whole day working on 
the senate’s order to make a 10 per 
cent cut in the bill carrying funds for 
the interior department for next year 
but failed to get the job done by 
nightfall.

The only argument of the council 
session occurred when the Richards 
measure regarding the jobs of em- 
ployes was presented with a divided 
report of the ordinance committee.

Likes New 
Rule 


By Jimmy Jones. 


Roy Mundorff returned yesterday 
from the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Basketball 
Coaches at Chicago, well pleased with 
the new ruling in basketball which 
allows only 10 seconds in which to 
get the ball past the center of the 
court. 

The Tech basketball coach, who 
was named one of the vice presidents 
of the association, believes the rule 
change will help the game. 

“The best feature about the change, 
as I see it, is that it will eliminate 
‘freezing’ the ball or stalling by the 
team holding a lead in the final min- 
utes of the game,” Mundorff stated. 

“It will be a fast game all the way 
now,” he added. 

Fast breaking teams wil be at a 
big advantage and the slow type of 
offense will be replaced by the speed- 
ier style, he says. Mundorff does 
not believe the new ruling will elimi- 
nate the five-man defense entirely 
but there will be more teams return- 
ing to a man-to-man. 


A team, no matter how or when it 
zets the ball in its back court, wheth- 
er by tip-off or out of bounds, must 
hustle it past the center in 10 seec- 
onds. This rule prevails for the en- 
tire game. Once the ball is past 
center, however, a team may dilly- 
dally around with it as much as it 
pleases, This means that no longer 
will the leading team take the ball 
back into its own territory and tell 
the other boys to “come and get it” 
= there are just a few seconds 
eit, 


Both Forrest Allen and Walter 
Meanwell, foremost basketball coach- 
es, approved the change. Mundorff 
stated that most of the coaches did 
likewise. It was the only new rule 
that was passed but the wording of 
others was changed to make them 
clearer. 

Mundorff sees this rule as the 
|greatest single thing done to improve 
‘basketball since the sport was inrent- 
ed by Dr. James Naismith years ago.

Every week there come unsigned letters from young girls asking 
these questions: 
Should a girl allow a boy to kiss her? 
Do boys respect girls that they can kiss? 
How old should a girl be to have dates with 
the boys? 
How old should a girl be before she should 
marry ?

To the second, a categorical no, 

To the third, one cannot give a categorical answer, 
nor to the fourth. Many things enter into the question 
of the age at which a girl may, with propriety, have 
dates—her own matfrity and sense of proportion, the 
character of the boys she dates, the opinions of her par- 
ents about the subject, the conditions under which she 
lives and the sort of dates she has. Girls of high school 
age, properly chaperoned by their parents, may have 
dates on the evenings when they don’t have lessons to 
prepare for the next day. All of these factors constitute 
If the girl is conscientious about her

_I asked a mother of several grown daughters what she considered 
the proper age for girls to begin to make dates. She thought at 15 
girls should be allowed to have dates at home and to go to small dances 
where the company was select and chaperoned carefully. She thought 
automobile rides and parties and dances were taboo before that time. 
The well-bred girl is generally held back by her parents, who know 
that young people may have the best sort of moral character and yet 
lack judgment to such a degree that it is not safe to turn them loose. 
The key to the situation lies with the parents’ estimate of their own 
children. Girls, you may as well realize that your mothers and fathers 
know you better than you know yourselves and that they know life in 
additien, and that the rules and regulations they make for you are 
apt to be wise in consequence of this knowledge. 


As for the age at which a girl may get married, that, too, is a variable 
one, though the majority of people would probably say, not under 2 The 
responsibilities and the cares that come with marriage have to be reckoned 
with. The girl that has a pleasant existence in her father’s home and no 
fretting problems of finance or.family association should think a long time 
before she abandons such a home for marriage that may net her much less 
in the way of comforts and pleasures. But in the case of the girl that lives 
in uncongenial surroundings and is unhappy in her home life, the problem 
takes on a different aspect. Anything is better than what she has and she. 
is justified in taking a chance at bettering her condition, even if she hasn't | 
reached what the world calls marriageable age. 

The average girl embarks on marriage as she embarks ona picnic. 

Love and romance go with her, hope and joy are in her heart. She 

imagines that these will be enough to insure her life’s happiness. But 

before she has gone far she realizes that she needs other things, 
things that money buy. And so she looks around for the cash to buy 
them. Perhaps she can fird it. If she can, the picnic is a huge 
success. If she cannot lay hands on the cash and cannot accommo- 
date herself to doing without these things she wishes to buy, the 
party may be a dismal failure to her. If she has some sort of training 
that will enable her to earn money she is in much hetter position than if 
she is entirely dependent upon her husband's earnings.
